What’s in a Label? 

Tobacco makers in the lawsuit have argued the warnings would 
relegate the companies’ brands to the bottom half of the cigarette 
packaging, making them “difficult, if not impossible, to see." 

The FDA says the new labels will “clearly and effectively convey the 
health risks of smoking" aimed at encouraging current smokers to quit 
and discouraging nonsmokers and youth from starting to smoke, (ap)

Nine new warning labels fea- 
turing graphic images that con- 
vey the dangers of smoking will 
be required by the Food and Drug 
Administration to be on U.S. ciga- 
rette packs by 2012. Other images 
include a man with a tracheotomy 
smoking and a mother holding a 
baby with smoke swirling around 
them. The labels will include phras- 
es such as “Smoking can kill you” 
and “Cigarettes cause cancer.” 

The labels, which the FDA 
released Tuesday, are a part of the 
most significant change to U.S. cig- 
arette packs in 25 years. They’re 
aimed at curbing tobacco use, which 
is responsible for about 443,000 
deaths in the U.S. a year. 

The labels will take up the top 
half — both front and back — of 
a pack of cigarettes, and each will 
include a national quit smoking 


hotline number. Warning labels 
also must appear in advertisements 
and constitute 20 percent of an ad. 
Cigarette makers have until the fall 
of 2012 to comply. 

“These kind of graphic warn- 


ing labels strengthen the under- 
standing of people about the health 
risks of smoking,” FDA Commis- 
sioner Margaret Hamburg said in 
an interview with The Associated 
Press. “We clearly have to renew a 


national conversation around these 
issues and enhance awareness.” 

Mandates to introduce new 
graphic warning labels were part 
of a law passed in 2009 that, for the 
first time, gave the federal govern- 
ment authority to regulate tobac- 
co, including setting guidelines for 
marketing and labeling; banning 
certain products; and limiting nic- 
otine. The announcement follows 
reviews of scientific literature, pub- 
lic comments and results from an 
FDA-contracted study. 

In recent years, more than 30 
countries or jurisdictions have 
introduced labels similar to the 
FDA’s. The U.S. first mandated the 
use of warning labels stating, “Cig- 
arettes may be hazardous to your 
health,” in 1965. Current warning 
labels — a small box with black- 
and-white text — were put on cig- 
arette packs in the mid-1980s. 

The new labels come as the 
share of Americans who smoke 
has fallen dramatically since 1970, 
from nearly 40 percent to about 
20 percent. The rate has stalled 
since about 2004. About 46 mil- 
lion adults in the U.S. smoke ciga- 
rettes.

Huntsman Joins 12 Fray 



Ex-governor of Utah 
starts presidential bid 
with pledge of civility 

Jersey City, N. J. 

Former Utah governor Jon Hunts- 
man joined the Republican presi- 
dential contest on Tuesday, pledging 
to run a civil campaign and claiming 
that he and President Obama both 
love the United States but have dif- 
ferent visions of its future. 

Huntsman, who until this spring 
was Obama’s ambassador to China, 
entered the fight for the GOP nom- 
ination to take on Obama in 2012 
at the same venue where Ronald 
Reagan formally began his gener- 
al election presidential campaign in 
1980. Huntsman, an aide to Reagan 
who served in two other Republican 
administrations, had been expected 
to join the contest for months. 

“This is the hour when we 
choose our future. I’m Jon Hunts- 
man, and I’m running for presi- 
dent of the United States,” the sil- 
ver-haired Huntsman said, with 
the State of Liberty over his shoul- 
der as a backdrop. 


Centrist Huntsman 

Jon Huntsman is positioning 
himself as a centrist in a largely 
conservative field — a candidate 
with deep foreign policy creden- 
tials who could have broad appeal 
to independent voters in a general 
election contest against President 
Obama. Huntsman joins a field of 
GOP contenders led by Mitt Romney, 
Tim Pawlenty, Newt Gingrich and 
Michele Bachmann. Rick Perry is ex- 
ploring a possible bid, too. (ap) 


Huntsman called the American 
economy “totally unacceptable,” 
saying the country needs “lead- 
ership that knows we need more 
than hope, leadership that knows 
we need answers.” 

Huntsman said he respects 
Obama but added that he and the 
president have “a difference of 
opinion on how to help the country 
we both love.” But, he added, “The 
question each of us wants the voters 
to answer is. Who will be the bet- 
ter president?’ not ‘Who’s the better

Twist allows several 
million early retirees 
free insurance access

President Obama’s health care law 
would let several million middle- 
class people get nearly free insur- 
ance meant for the poor, a twist 
government number crunchers 
say they discovered only after the 
complex bill was signed. 

The change would affect early 
retirees: A married couple could 
have an annual income of about 
$64,000 and still get Medicaid, 
said officials who make long-range 
cost estimates for the Health and 
Human Services department. 

Up to 3 million more people 
could qualify for Medicaid in 2014 
as a result of the anomaly. That’s 
because, in a major change from 
today, most of their Social Secu- 
rity benefits would no longer be 
counted as income for determining 
eligibility. It might be compared 
to allowing middle-class people 
to qualify for food stamps. 

Medicare chief actuary Rich- 
ard Foster says the situation keeps 
him up at night. 

“I don’t generally comment on 
the pros or cons of policy, but that 
just doesn’t make sense,” Foster 
said during a question-and-answer 
session at a recent professional 
society meeting.

Study: Warming Europe May See Heat Deaths Jump 


Washington 

A new study says one of the few 
benefits of global warming — fewer 
deaths from the combination of 
extreme heat and cold — may even- 
tually melt away in Europe. 

For years, scientists figured 
that with global warming there are 
fewer overall temperature-related 
deaths when those from heat waves 
and cold snaps are combined. The 
increase in heat wave deaths dur- 
ing hotter spells is more than off- 
set by reduced cold deaths in mild- 
er winters. 

But a new study in Europe finds 
that around 2040, the increase in 
heat deaths will likely outweigh 
the reduction in cold deaths. The 
study suggests that by 2070, global 


IntheU.S. 

There seems to be fewer cold- 
related deaths in the United States 
than in Europe, said Jonathan Patz, 
director of the Global Health Insti- 
tute at the University of Wisconsin. 
That may mean the U.S. will see heat 
deaths outweigh cold deaths sooner 
than Europe does, he said. Other ex- 
perts say air-conditioning in the U.S. 
would prevent some deaths, so that 
scenario is unlikely, (ap) 


warming may cause 15,000 more 
temperature-related deaths a year 
in Europe. 

The study released Tuesday by 
Nature Communications looks only 
at deaths from heat and cold, not 


increases from flooding, droughts 
and storms. It used computer mod- 
els to analyze the climate under 
global warming and compares 
those to death rates in 200 sepa- 
rate regions of Europe. 

The study’s chief author, Joan 
Ballester, a climatologist at the Cat- 
alan Institute of Climate Sciences 
in Barcelona, said the same death 
assumptions cannot be made for 
other continents. 

Some places in Europe will suf- 
fer more than others, Ballester cal- 
culates. Figures show that southern 
Europe, especially Italy, will suf- 
fer larger increases in heat deaths 
while overall temperature mortali- 
ty will continue to fall in northern 
places like the United Kingdom and 
parts of Scandinavia, (ap)

Obama’s planned announcement of major troop 
withdrawal begins a transition in Afghanistan 


Washington 

Facing a war-weary public, Presi- 
dent Obama is expected to call for 
a major withdrawal of American 
troops from Afghanistan Wednes- 
day night, with roughly 10,000 
coming home to the U.S. in less 
than a year. 

The phased drawdown is likely 
to start with 5,000 troops recalled 
this summer and an additional 

5.000 by winter or spring 2012, 
according to a senior U.S. defense 
official. Obama is also weighing 
a timetable for bringing home the 

20.000 other troops he ordered to 
Afghanistan as part of his Decem- 
ber 2009 decision to send reinforce- 
ments to reverse the Taliban’s bat- 
tlefield momentum. 

The withdrawals would put 
the U.S. on a path toward giving 
Afghans control of their security 
by 2014 and ultimately shifting the 
U.S. military from a combat role to 
a mission focused on training and 
supporting Afghan forces. 

The president reached his deci- 
sion a week after receiving a range 
of options from Gen. David Petra- 
eus, the top U.S. and NATO com- 
mander in Afghanistan. Obama 
informed his senior national 
security advisers, including out- 
going Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates and Secretary of State Hil- 
lary Rodham Clinton, of his plans

DOT to Oversee Dulles Rail Work 


Inspector general wiLL 
audit MWAA to ensure 
project stays on track 

Chantilly, Va. 

The inspector general for the U.S. 
Department of Transportation 
announced Tuesday that his office 
will audit the authority that oversees 
two of the Washington area’s main 
airports and the project to extend 
Metrorail to Dulles International 
Airport and Loudoun County. 

Inspector General Calvin L. 
Scovel’s announcement that he will 
investigate the “management poli- 
cies and processes” of the Metropol- 


itan Washington Airports Author- 
ity comes in response to a request 
in February from Reps. Frank R. 
Wolf, R-Va., and Tom Latham, 
R-Iowa. The lawmakers requested 
the audit, they said, to “ensure that 
Dulles Rail is done well, done on 
time, and done on or under origi- 
nal cost estimates.” 

The airports authority, which 
took charge of the planned 23-mile 
Metrorail line in 2006, has been 
criticized for the rising cost of the 
second phase of the project. The 
inspector general’s office is current- 
ly completing an audit of the first 
phase of the project from Tysons 
Corner to Wiehle Avenue in Reston. 
The new review appears broader in

scope, covering the second phase 
to Dulles and Loudoun County, 
in addition to looking at the air- 
ports authority and its 13-mem- 


ber appointed board. 

In its announcement, the 
inspector general’s office says it 
will examine whether the author- 
ity’s “policies and processes are 
sufficient to ensure accountabili- 
ty and transparency of its board’s 
activities.” The announcement also 
mentions that “recent decisions 
by the MWAA Board regarding 
the project have generated signif- 
icant attention.” 

The unelected board has been 
hammered by local, state and fed- 
eral officials for its management of 
the second phase of the Metrorail 
project and its vote in favor of build- 
ing an underground Metro station 
at Dulles, (the Washington post)

Poll: DCPS Gets Good Grade 


Majority of parents 
with kids in public 
schools back system 


Washington 

For the first time in more than 
decade, a majority of D.C. public 
school parents give the system high 
marks, according to a new survey 
by The Washington Post and the 
Kaiser Family Foundation. 

Fifty-three percent said the city’s 
123 schools were doing a “good” or 
“excellent” job, a sharp jump from 
January 2008, when just 31 per- 
cent of parents expressed approv- 
al. Former chancellor Michelle 
A. Rhee, a divisive figure during 
her three-and-half year tenure, 
has gained public support since 
her resignation last October. The 
survey found 53 percent of regis- 
tered voters approved of her per- 
formance, a nine-point gain from 
last summer. 

The findings are consistent with 
other signs of slow but discernible 
progress in the 45,600-student sys- 
tem, which was placed under may- 
oral control in 2007 after years of 
abysmal academic performance. 
They include the first enrollment 
growth in more than 40 years and 
impressive gains in math and read- 
ing scores on the National Assess- 
ment of Educational Progress. 

Overall, however, the results are 
decidedly mixed. Two-thirds of all

District residents have a negative 
view of the schools. Only a third say 
the public schools in their neigh- 
borhoods are good, and nearly two- 
thirds believe the system does a 
poor job of preparing students for 
college or the workplace.

D.C. Council Passes Redistricting Plan 


Washington 

After one final rending of garments, 
the D.C. Council voted for a second 
and final time Tuesday to approve 
a hotly debated ward redistrict- 
ing plan. 

The plan passed with one major 
change. The Woodley Park neigh- 
borhood — previously split down 
Connecticut Avenue NW, with the 
east side in Ward 1 and the west side 


in Ward 3 — will now be entirely 
in Ward 3. A similar amendment 
offered at an initial vote this month 
by Mary Cheh, D-Ward 3, failed, but 
on Tuesday, Jim Graham, D-Ward 
1, changed his position in favor of 
the change, clearing the way for 
its passage. 

But the Woodley Park shift 
caused great consternation on the 
part of Muriel Bowser, D-Ward 4, 
who was furious that the change 


would cause Ward 3 to be very near 
the maximum size allowed by law, 
while Ward 7 would be very near 
the minimum. 

“That is unheard of,” she said. 
“We should have done more to make 
these wards even.” Under city law, 
ward populations are allowed to 
deviate plus or minus 5 percent 
from the citywide average. 

Bowser was one of five mem- 
bers who voted against final pas- 


sage. Marion Barry, D-Ward 8, also 
voted against the plan, as expected, 
claiming that its failure to move his 
ward across the Anacostia River was 
racially unjust. Yvette Alexander, 
D-Ward 7; Harry Thomas Jr., D-Ward 
5; and Vincent Orange, D-At Large, 
also voted against it. The final plan 
keeps the “Hill East” neighborhoods 
in Ward 6, which has been a flash- 
point in earlier redistricting discus- 
sions.

Victory Brings 
Serena to Tears 

Williams wins first 


Wimbledon match 
since health problems 


Tennis 

Returning to Grand Slam ten- 
nis after a year away with health 
problems, Serena Williams opened 
her Wimbledon title defense Tues- 
day by beating Aravane Rezai in 
three sets — then burst into tears 
on Centre Court. 

After serving her 13th ace to 
close a 6-3, 3-6, 6-1 victory, Wil- 
liams buried her face in her towel 
and sobbed from her courtside chair. 
She was still crying as she left the 
court, overcome with emotion after 
enduring a long layoff that included 
two foot operations and treatment 
for blood clots in her lungs. 

“I usually don’t cry ... but it’s 
just been so hard,” the four-time 
Wimbledon champion said. “I never 
dreamt I would be here right now. 
And then to win. I just wanted to 
win at least one match here.” 

Williams fought through a mid- 
match slump, then reasserted com- 
mand over her French opponent 
in the third set with a big serve 
and powerful groundstrokes.

NHL OKs Thrashers’ Move North

The NHL board of governors 
unanimously approved the sale 
of the Atlanta Thrashers on Tues- 
day, paving the way for the club to 
move to Winnipeg, Manitoba, for 
next season. 

True North Sports and Enter- 
tainment bought the team last 
month and announced it was bring- 
ing the Thrashers to Winnipeg, 
which lost the Jets to Phoenix after 
the 1995-96 season. The vote by the 


board was the final hurdle in the 
process to relocate the team. 

“It’s a sad day for hockey fans in 
Atlanta, but the franchise is going 
to a good place and run by good 
people,” Thrashers president Don 
Waddell said.

After a standout performance in 
Sunday’s CONCACAF Gold Cup 
quarterfinal at RFK Stadium, the 
U.S. men’s national soccer team has 
a chance to right one of the biggest 
wrongs in its recent history. 

The Americans’ 2-0 victory over 
Jamaica — in which they dominat- 
ed possession and made one of the 
extraordinary teams of the group 
stage look rather ordinary — cou- 
pled with Panama’s victory over El 
Salvador gives the United States 
a chance at revenge. It was Pana- 
ma that handed the United States 
a shocking 2-1 loss in the second 
game of the group stage — the 
first U.S. loss ever in that round 
of the Gold Cup. The two will play 


Wednesday night in Houston with 
a spot in the final on the line.

He 
was red-carded in Panama’s thrill- 
ing quarterfinal victory on Sun- 
day and will be ineligible for the 
upcoming match. 

The U.S. is likely to be a bit short- 


handed, too. Starting striker Jozy 
Altidore had to be subbed off in the 
12th minute against Jamaica after 
straining his left hamstring, forc- 
ing 18 -year-old Juan Agudelo into 
extended minutes. Agudelo fared 
well, as did versatile attackers Ale- 
jandro Bedoya and Sacha Kljestan. 
Both earned the start as coach Bob 
Bradley shifted from a 4-4-2 forma- 
tion to a 4-2-3-1 with Altidore start- 
ing as the lone striker. 

Between Clint Dempsey’s ability 
to play in the midfield or as a strik- 
er, and the emergence of Agudelo, 
Bedoya and Kljestan, Bradley has 
some options if Altidore can’t go. 
“Everybody is needed in this kind 
of tournament,” Bradley said. “We 
keep talking to the players that 
aren’t getting minutes and mak- 
ing sure that we are still training 
these guys and pushing them hard, 
because they are all going to need

The best album of our halfway- 
over year proves that rock ’n’ roll 
isn’t dead — it’s only sleeping. And 
dreaming. Vividly. 

It’s the sophomore effort from 
Justin Vernon, an affable 30 -year- 
old Wisconsinite who records as 
Bon Iver and looks like he should 
be smiling on a roll of paper towels 
in aisle three. His stunning debut 
album, “For Emma, Forever Ago,” 
arrived in 2008, wrapped in a win- 
try, woodsy mythology: The folky 
ruminations on a fresh heartbreak, 
sung in a mysterious falsetto yawn.

The album opens with “Perth,” 
its martial percussion rat-a-tatting 
from some distant battlefield. Spin- 
dly guitars, regal horns and Ver- 
non’s voice surge and recede, slip- 
ping in and out of focus. 

It’s often impossible to make 
out the lyrics, and the album’s only 
easily discernible phrases come as 
declarations of fortitude. “Never 
gonna break, never gonna break,” 
Vernon vows over the delicate gui- 
tars of “Minnesota, WI.” 

Vernon’s poise is apparent on 
the suite closer, “Beth/Rest,” which 
sounds like an ’80s prom theme 
paled by memory. Its vintage syn- 


thesizers have a queasy, soft-rock 
sheen, but the VHl associations 
quickly succumb to Vernon’s unim- 
peachable sense of melody. 

Because of his man-with-guitar 
image and that hair and beard, Ver- 
non is often associated with other 
earnest, acoustic-minded indie-rock 
groups. But “Bon Iver” makes those 
associations moot. 

It’s the sound of pop music 
trying to figure out what it must 
become in a new century, gently 
turning itself inside out, show- 
ing off its gorgeous guts. Like our 
most beautiful dreams, it makes 
us pay closer attention to life.

No Wave, No Problem 



The documentary 
‘Blank City' explores 
a radical time in New 
York City filmmaking

Apparently, there’s this new movie 
out (“Green” something?) in which 
a guy can create whatever his heart 
desires simply through the power 
of his mind. That sounds a lot like 
the “No Wave” cinematic move- 
ment, which director Celine Danhier 
documents in her new film “Blank 
City,” now playing at E Street Cin- 
ema. The No Wave (a play on the 
French “New Wave” movement 
that was so influential in the 1960s 
and ’70s) was made up of a group 
of New York filmmakers who shot 
guerrilla-style, with no or litde prep- 
aration, formal training, or respect 
for things like permits. 

New York City — specifically, 
the Lower East Side — is as much 
a part of No Wave Cinema as any of 
the actors or directors, names that 
included Jim Jarmusch, John Waters 
and Steve Buscemi. “It was very run-

down,” Danheir recalls. “And it was 
a place where you had lots of artists 
in the community. If you wanted to 
do something, it was really the place 
to be. You could shoot ever 3 rwhere, 
and the energy [of the films] was 
very reflective of the time in New 
York.” And, unlike now, the LES 
was dirt-cheap back then. 

That economic reality is why 
Danhier draws a distinction 
between the let’s-make-a-mov- 


ie mentality of the No Wave and 
today’s YouTube culture. “It’s true 
right now that you can just shoot, 
but now it’s very, very easy to reach 
a global audience. ... But on the other 
side, I think ever 3 Thing is very tied 
up with economic factors.” In short, 
the No Wave filmmakers could pay 
for their lofts by working part time 
as dog-walkers, while someone liv- 
ing in Manhattan who wants to 
make a living from YouTube videos 
had better have a trust fund. 

The No Wave eventually mor- 
phed into the Cinema of Transgres- 
sion, which believed in blowing up 
all film schools. Danhier felt com- 
fortable interviewing CoT luminar- 
ies because she herself isn’t a tra- 
ditional filmmaker. “I went to law 
school for a while, but this was my 
first movie,” she says. 

She feels that inexperience 
helped her when it came to inter- 
viewing some of the stars of the 
movement, some of whom — 
such as Jarsmusch — are notori- 
ously reclusive. “I never took no 
for an answer,” she says. “Some- 
times I had to harass people.”

Don't wait until you're at home to ask a travel 
company to make something right for you 


The Navigator 

It looked like a lost cause. 

Betty van lersel had pre- 
paid $3,900 for an all-inclu- 
sive seven-day French canal 
tour on the barge Luciole. But 
two weeks after she’d wired the 
money to the cruise line, a financial 
emergency forced her to cancel. 

But Luciole’s owners refused 
to return her money, citing their I 
refund policy. Her travel agency, 
Annapolis, Md.-based Special Plac- 
es Travel, told her that she could 
only get her money back if her cabin 
was resold. And that seemed like a 
remote possibility. 

“I can’t afford to lose this 
money,” van lersel wrote to me. “Do 
I have any options?” 

An increasing number of cases 
that cross my desk look like van 
lersel’s: Because of a policy or rule 
— not always clearly disclosed — a 
favorable resolution looks improba- 
ble. Though each case is different, 
they could have been completely 
avoided with a few simple preven- 
tive steps. 

Don’t wait until you’re home to 
ask a travel company to make some- 
thing right. For van lersel, stan- 
dard travel insurance wouldn’t have 
addressed her troubles, although a 
slightly more expensive “cancel for

any reason” policy 
may have allowed her 
recover part of her tick- 
et. Nor did using a travel agent 
protect her from the Luciole’s 
restrictive refund policy. But it 
gave her an advocate in dealing 
with the cruise company. 

She might have avoided her 
problem by carefully reviewing 
the cruise line’s policies and pay- 
ing by credit card. Many cruise lines 
offer either a full or partial refund 
as long as you cancel with enough 
advance notice. 

Also, I would never recommend 
paying with anything but a credit 
card. Nothing could compel me to 
wire anyone $3,900, unless maybe 
they were holding one of my chil- 
dren hostage. 

I had a lengthy conversation 
with van lersel’s travel agent, who 
reiterated the Luciole’s policy. I got 
the impression that a refund was all 
but out of the question, because her 
cruise was only a few weeks away. 
But a few days later, I heard that the 
cabin had been sold and a refund 
was being processed. 

“I am off the hook,” van ler- 
sel told me.

An Archives exhibit 
chews on how the 
government tries to 
influence what we eat 


Last month, the USDA replaced 
its longtime food pyramid with a 
graphic of a plate divided into what- 
you-should-eat-daily sections. The 
heavy-on-fruits-and-veggies illus- 
tration (Myplate.gov) was just the 
latest volley in a centuries-long 
attempt by the Feds to influence 
what’s on your fork. 

The National Archives’ new 
exhibit “What’s Cooking, Uncle 
Sam? showcases more than two cen- 
turies’ worth of documents, photos 
and artifacts related to government 
efforts to make citizens eat more 
veggies, to keep them from being 
poisoned by tainted meat and to 
urge them to plant “victory gardens” 
to help with WWII rationing. 

“Given our current fascination 
with food safety and nutrition, I 
thought it would be interesting to 
look at the government’s role in 
affecting what we eat,” says exhib- 
it curator Alice Kamps.

By dipping into multiple 
aspects of culinary culture — 
farming, production, home 
cooking — the exhibit shows 
how everything from public 
safety to what’s in your cart at 
Whole Foods maybe rooted in fed- 
eral programs. 

One black-and-white photo 
depicts early agricultural explor- 
er Frank N. Meyer out in the field 


in the early 20th century. Aided by 
the Office of Foreign Seed and Plant 
Introduction, this intrepid foodie 
traveled around the globe to gath- 
er hundreds of plants — includ- 
ing now-familiar Meyer lemons 
and apricots — and replant them 
on U.S. soil. 

The FDA labeling and meat 
recalls of today trace their roots 
to reforms that started in the late 
19th century. The exhibit docu- 
ments this, sometimes to shock- 
ing effect, with items such as a tiny 
notebook from the late 1890s in 
which a chemist documented his 
findings on tainted sweets. “The 
candy killed a little girl, and two 
others got sick,” Kamps says. “It 
made me realize how personal this 
investigation must have become for 
these people.” After outbreaks like 
this, the Pure Food and Drugs Act 
and Meat Inspection Act of 1906 
was created, which helped protect 
consumers from fatal foods. 

Conflicts abroad used to mean 
government food rationing, illus- 
trated by World War I-era posters 
urging Americans to “Eat More 
Cottage Cheese” to conserve meat 
or asking “Little Americans” to 
choose corn and rice to “Save the 


Wheat for our Soldiers.” 

For gastronomically inclined 
political junkies, there are plen- 
ty of yummy artifacts pulled from 
the presidential archives, includ- 
ing Lady Bird Johnson’s Pedernales 
River chili recipe — spiced up with 
comino seed (cumin), chili powder 
and “2-6 generous dashes of liquid 
hot sauce” plus her husband’s “Hail 
to the Chef’ barbecue apron. 

There are menus for state din- 
ners, too, including one the Ken- 
nedys hosted for Sudan’s Presi- 
dent Abboud in 1961, where the 
guests dined on classic French 
cuisine, including foie gras and 
bombe glace coppelia (a spher- 
ical dessert made with layers of 
ice cream). There’s even a memo 
prompting Richard Nixon to prac- 
tice his chopstick skills before visit- 
ing China for the first time. In fact, 
this whole scrumptious show is a 
reminder that no matter who you 
are. Big Brother is always watch- 
ing, well, at least what you eat.

In conjunction with the “What’s Cook- 
ing, Uncle Sam?" exhibit, the project’s 
culinary adviser, recent James Beard 
award winner Jose Andres, opens the 
America Eats Tavern (405 8th St. NW; 

Thinkfoodgroup.com) on the July Fourth 
weekend in the space formerly occupied by 
his Cafe Atlantico. The pop-up restaurant serves 
continental classics drawn from the exhibit’s official cookbook, “Eating 
With Uncle Sam" ($23, D Giles Ltd), such as oysters Rockefeller and bur- 
goo (a spicy stew from Kentucky that used whatever meat was on hand). “I 
wish I could use squirrel, but I can’t," Andres says. He aims to distill sever- 
al hundred years of stateside sustenance into a digestible history lesson. “A 
country is like a delta; things build up and evolve," he says. “In this informa- 
tion age, everything happens very quickly, and people get lost in the noise. 
This restaurant and this exhibit are going to cancel out the noises that don’t 
belong and show off where American cuisine has been." n.m.
